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Owing to the better price of lead and silver and owing 
to the greater market, practically created by the Trail 
smelter management in the Orient and further helped by 
the Heberlein process, the cost of treatment has been 
reduced 20 per cent this year, from $15 to $12. The Trail 
A refinery of nine tons 
a day has been increased to one of 75 tons. 


smelter is making lead for export. 
Considering 
that the consumption of lead in Canada, including paints, 
can hardly be estimated as more than 15,000 tons per 
annum, an output by the Trail emelter of nearly double, 
shows the large amount that is exported in competition 
with the world’s open market. The market is chiefly 
China, where in addition to the lead, the Trail smelter is 
sending on an average 150,000 ounces of silver each month, 
to be swallowed by the Chinese mints. At the beginning 
of this very young century Trail exported neither lead nor 
silver. Its lead is now in demand iv the Orient, particu- 
larly in Japan, where the Government, who recently ordered 
2,500 tons, declared it is the best procucable. In addition 
to these products, the shipments of gold bullion as well as 
silver, the smelter is turning out lead pipe and will add|

The process of lead smelting is interesting, as it is now 
improved.

There it emerges as lead, with two per cent impurities. 
The lead is cast into bars and then into slabs. With a 
greater output this double casting will be done away with 
and the lead cast directly into vertically placed slabs. 
These slabs weigh about Z00 pounds. Each have two ears. 
By these two ears they are suspended in a bath with hun- 
dreds of others. Between each slab is placed a thin sheet 
of pure lead. The bath contains certain acids which eat 
up the lead, which is then precipitated by means of an 
electric current upon thin lead sheets. The process con- 
sumes about one week. 

The lead sheets are taken out and melted and cast 


into bars of now pure lead for export. The slabs are taken
